O.F., and held offices in both 
lodges.

First Aid, Hints for 


A dislocation is the displacement of one or more of the bones of a joiiit. The joints most frequently 
dislocated are those of the shoulder, elbow, thumb, f ingers and lower jaw. 

SIGNS AND SYMPTOMS: 

1. Pain of a severe sickening character at or near the joint. 

2. Loss of power in the joint. 

3. Fixity of the joint. The limb cannot be-moved at the joint either by the patient of by the First- 
Aider. 

4. Deformity of the limb. The limb assumes an unnatural position, and is mis-shapen at the 
joint. 

5. Swelling about the joint. 

TREATMENT 

MAKE NO ATTEMPT TO REDUCE A DISLOCATION. 

1. Steady and support the limb in the position which gives most ease to the patient, using pad¬ 
ding where necessary in order to lessen th?, effects of jolting during transportation. 

2. Rest the patient on a couch or bed in the position which gives most ease. 

3. If the pain is severe, expose the injured part and apply a cold compress. 

4. When cold ceases to give comfort, apply a hot compress.

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that night on account of the noise 
of something scraping on the wall 
outside her window, but she never 
got up to 9ee what was causlhg 
the noise. The next morning it 
was discovered that's land mine, 
10' feet long, was hanging from 
its parachute caught on the chim¬ 
ney. and it was this mine, swing¬ 
ing back and forth, that had kept 
her awake. 

Almost as fantastic was a sim¬ 
ilar incident when a land mine 
fell in a narrow space between 
two hay stacks, and the para¬ 
chute held the mine Jus^ off the 
ground. 

The wardens and their staffs 
had a most efficient system by 
which they were advised of every¬ 
thing that happened in their ter¬ 
ritory, and were able to get to 
any spot in a remarkably short 
space of time. They were also 
kept advised of progress in other 
areas. 

One night this warden was cal¬ 
led to a house ' that had been 
bombed. There were two women 
in the house. An assistant came 
up to • report that it was impos¬ 
sible to get one of the women in¬ 
to the ambulance, so the warden 
went down to investigate. He 
found that this woman was suf¬ 
fering from shock and was ab¬ 
solutely rigid in a sitting position, 
as she had been sitting when the 
bomb struck. When they pushed 
her feet down, her head came up, 
and when they tried to lower her 
head, her feet came up. The only 
way that they could get her into 
the ambulance was by taking out 
all the shelves. 

In another case, a bomb shear¬ 
ed off the side of a house in which 
I wo women were staying, and one 
of the women walked out of the 
house unharmed.

Everyone who goes to England 
is anxious to see some of the 
bomo damage. Time and work¬ 
men are . fast healing the scars, 
so that in some cities, when open 
spaces are seen, one .often does 
not know whether they are the 
result of bombing, fires, or just 
spaces that have never been built 
on. 

In the smaller places and open 
country the casual observer to¬ 
day would see little or no signs 
of the late war. After a while, 
retain depressions in the fields 
can be recognized as craters caus¬ 
ed by bombs and any resident of 
a community will readily show 
where uny incidents occurred. 

Most of the larger cities ptill 
have many signs of bomb dam¬ 
age, although it has been cleared 


up in some cities more than in 
others'. 

There is a vast area of work¬ 
ers homes which can be seen 

from the trains going from Wat-' 
erloo station that in 1942 looked 
pretty awful, with apparently 
little left but the walla. Today 
those same houses are all repair¬ 
ed and inhabited, and from the 
train look the same as any other 
district of workers' homes. There 
are many other sections that 

have been repaired in the same 

way. . " . 

In London, one of the first 

places that the visitor goes to see 
is the area around St. Paul’s 
Cathedral, and it has changed very 
little since I was there in 1942. 
The miracle of-St. Paul's left al¬ 
most unscathed, while everything 
around was demolished, can still 
be really appreciated when seen. 

There is much bomb damage to 
be seen in Liverpool, Manchester, 
and other places, but Bristol still 
appeared to me to . have the most 
striking examples of bomb dam¬ 
age. There may be other places 
with Just as much devastation, 
such as Dover, Coventry, Hull 
Portsmouth, etc., but Bristol slfows 
more concentrated damage than 
other city that I visited on this 
trip. 

If anyone is interested in stor¬ 
ies of' the war, thousands of them 
can be collected, for although lit¬ 
tle is left on the secret list, only 
a small percentage of the stories 
have ever been told, in print at 
any rate. . 

The chief warden of a large ar¬ 
ea, almost entirely rural, recount¬ 
ed some of his experiences, and 
even got out some of his records 
to give some figures. 

It was in this district that one 
of the most fantastic incidents of 
the war happened. It has appeared 
in print before, but is worth tel¬ 
ling again. A parachute laid mine 
was dropped one .night, and the 
parachute caught on the chimney 
of a large mansion. A maid in the 
house was not able to sleep all

in a field not far from a town. 
As was the precedure in such a 
case, the residents of the neigh¬ 
borhood were evacuated, and the 
bomb disposal squad started dig¬ 
ging for the bomb. They dug 
down over sixty feet- before aban¬ 
doning the search for the time 
being. It was later located 84 feet 
down in the earth. 

To give some idea of what Eng¬ 
land went through during the 
bombing, it might be mentioned 
that in this area which covered 
84 square hiles, mostly rural as 
mentioned before?? there fell 346 
high explosives, 9 doodle bugs, 13 
parachute mines, and many thou¬ 
sands of incendiary bombs. 

The worst experience that this 
warden had were when planes 
crashed, and he told of one fly¬ 
ing fortress starting out on a mis¬ 
sion that crashed with its load of 
bombs. The plane and Its crew of 
ten were blown Unto thousands of 
small pieces. 

There is an interesting story a- 
bout a little hamlet of a few 
houses that I visited. Early in the 
war^ this hamlet was filled with 
evacuees from London. Soon after 
they arrived a number of bombs 
were dropped in the vicinity, and 
one bomb demolished a small 
house at the edge of the hamlet. 
The evacuees all trouped back to 
London. They said It was safer 
there. 

One of the most fascinating stor¬ 
ies was obtained from a very dis¬ 
tant relative who is a survivor of 
Dunkirk. Like most of those hero¬ 
es, he was - not very anxious to 
talk about it, but with the help 
of his wife, we managed to get a

Gov’t Disposes 
Of War Plants 

Virtually a 11 tW industrial 
buildings constructed or finance^, 
directly by the Crown during the 
war have now been disposed of 
permanently or temporarily. Of 
their 33.5 million square feet of 
floor space. 84 per cent has been 
more or less permanently dispos¬ 
ed of through sale to industry, 
transfered to government depart¬ 
ments or to Crown corporations, 
or has been dtsmanteled or 'de¬ 
molished. An additional 15 per 
cent has been leased to industry, 
in part of a multiple tenancy bas¬ 
is. or temporarily transferred to 
the War Assets Corporation for 
war surplus storage purposes. The 
balance of only one per cent is 
now available for disposal. The 
Canadian government financed 
the constructon of 170 new plants 
during the war at a cost of over 
S200 million, excludng an expen¬ 
diture of S500 million on equip¬ 
ment. 

The plants turned over to pri¬ 
vate ndustry and being adapted 
to peacetime production are ex¬ 
pected to employ more than 50,- 
000 people. They will be ttirning 
out almost every type of manu¬ 
factured product, including auto¬ 
mobiles. airplanes, communicat¬ 
ions and electrical equipment, pa¬ 
per and wood products, chemicals, 
pharmaceuticals, plumbing and 
heating equipment, anjl textiles. 
Many of these commodities are be¬ 
ing produced in Canada for the 
first time, and are thus contribu¬ 
ting to the diversification of Can¬ 
adian industry and the maintain- 
ance of a high level of employ¬ 
ment.
